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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 (c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). 

The turning mechanism has not been depicted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 & 12-14, 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s). contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

The specification fails to enable one skilled in the art to make the invention(s) 
such that workpiece(s) are oriented. Further, the specification fails to enable one skilled 
in the art to make the invention(s) such that the air flow created by the workpiece(s) is in 
a direction opposite to the conveyance direction. 
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4. Claims 1-10 & 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor has not been disclosed. Evidence of 
concealment of the best mode is based upon the fact that the turning mechanism has 
not been depicted or elaborated on. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-10 & 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

With regard to claim(s) 1 & 22, it is unclear from the specification what the 
guiding element is. 

With regard to claim(s) 4-6, there appear to be inconsistencies with the drawings. 

Conclusion 

7. Regarding the applicant's remarks, the examiner offers the following response. 
In the interview of 8/1/07, the examiner did indicate the enablement issue 

regarding orientation as being an a problem in allowing the case.
